The sparks kindled as 
these wonderful Doddies are paraded 
on the tan bark are fanned into new 
life and ambition not alone among 
the younger men who visit the show 
but as here indicated many of the 
older chaps refresh their memories 
of years agone and upon returning 
to their own quiet firesides at home delve deep into history in their 
enthusiasm and ambition to do the breed a service. It is a pleasure 
to present this synopsis, portraying vividly the heritage of splendid 
blood lines which combine to produce the female side of the pedigree 
of this most wonderful cow.—Editor. 

What about Pride McHenry 46th 82428? Reference to the herd 
book tells us that she is the dam of Pride Protest 6th 321847, the 
1922 International Grand Champion Female, and for that reason 
it is desired to treat her breeding in a cold hard business manner, 
a thorough analysis showing her truly great worth from the stand- 
point of blood inheritance. Her sire was Western Star 46345 and 
her dam Pride McHenry 27th 54147. If we figure that each of the 
four brackets in Western Star’s and Pride McHenry 27th’s pedi- 
gree has 25 per cent influence on them as individuals we find West- 
ern Star to be 18 per cent Pride, 25 per cent Queen Mother, 9 per 
cent Blackbird, 2 per cent Erica and 46 per cent of other families. 
Pride McHenry 27th contains 59 per cent Pride, 11 per cent Queen 
Mother, 6 per cent Jilt, 5 per cent Erica and 19 per cent of other 
families. Combining them together and dividing by two we find 
Pride McHenry 46th contains 38% per cent Pride, 18 per cent Queen 
Mother, 4% per cent Blackbird, 3% per cent Erica, 3 per cent Jilt 
and 32% per cent other families. Not a very startling show of 
Pride blood except that in the 5th bracket of Pride McHenry 46th’s 
pedigree we find eleven streams of Pride blood, five of which trace 
to Pride of Mulben, in the thirty-two ancestors. 

Suppose we go back to the fifth grandam of Pride McHenry 
46‘h, we find her to be Royalty 5472, a Pride of Aberdeen, who mat- 
ed to Knight of the Legion 370, another Pride of Aberdeen, produc- 
ed Pride of Aberdeen 23d, who when mated with Heir of Glory 
1282, another Pride of Aberdeen, produced Pride of Guisachan 10th 
6087, a very fine Pride of Aberdeen pedigree, with about 10 per 
-” ee of the prize winning bull Paris 1166 and all Tillyfour 

reeding. 

The mating of Pride of Guisachan 10th with Heather Lad 4th 
produced Pride McHenry 5th. This looks like a radical departure 
from our smooth sailing Pride course but let’s see. The grandam 
of Heather Lad 4th 16747 was Rosa Bonheur 4th 4716, a Heather- 
bloom containing considerable Jilt influence which must be credited 
to Wm. McCombie of Tillyfour. The sire of Jilt being Black Prince 
of Tillyfour 77, and the dam Beauty of Tillyfour 2d 423. The dam 
of Rosa Bonheur 4th 4716 had for a sire Valiant 317, who was bred 
by Wm. McCombie, as well as his sire and his dam. So the guiding 
influence in Rosa Bonheur was Tillyfour breeding. The mating of 
Rosa Bonheur 4th with Guido 4237 produced Rosa Bonheur of Tur- 
lington 4718, rather an outcross. 

Rosa Bonheur of Turlington mated to Jim Jams 138896 produc- 
ed Heather Lad 4th 16747. Now let’s see about Jim Jams. His 
dam was Juniper of Bradley 13895 whose pedigree contains 47 per 
cent of Jilt blood, about as intense a Jilt pedigree as one can find.

The Blood Lines and General Family 
History of the Dam of Pride Protest 6th 
321847, the 1922 International Grand 
Champion Female, Discussed for the 
Benefit of Younger Breeders Who May 
Not be So Familiar with Pedigrees.

Juniper of Bradley had for a dam 
Jemima of Ballindalloch 13896 whose 
dam was Judy 4131 and grandam 
Jilt 422. Editor 542 the sire of Jem- 
ina of Ballindalloch was sired by 
Judge 473, and had for a dam Edith 
of Ballindalloch 548 whose sire was 
Juryman 421. The sire of Juniper of 
Bradley was Sea King 1450, got by 
Justice 854, from Sprite 1451, whose 
sire was Judge and grandsire on the 
dam’s side was Juryman. The sire of 
Justice was Elcho 527, whose sire was Juryman. So if we figure 
Rosanus 13843 the sire of Jim Jams to be an outcross, the bull Jim 
Jams still carried a very strong infusion of Jilt blood. 

So we find Heather Lad 4th 16747, strong in Jilt blood, mated 
to Pride of Guisachan 10th 6087 producing Pride McHenry 5th 22304 
a very fine Pride of Aberdeen pedigree on the dam’s side with a 
strong infusion of Jilt blood on the sire’s side. 

The mating of Pride McHenry 5th with Proteros 36980 produc- 
ed Pride McHenry 27th 54147, the dam of Pride McHenry 46th 
82428. We find Proteros to be 40 per cent Pride, 15 per cent Erica, 
5 per cent Jilt and 40 per cent other families, therefore we may 
conclude that the dominant influence in Pride McHenry 27th is Pride 
blood with a strong current of Jilt. 

If we go back five generations in the pedigree of Western Star 
46345 who when mated with Pride McHenry 27th produced Pride 
McHenry 46th, we find Queen Mother 1st of Coynachie 6031, a 
Windsor Queen Mother, who when mated to Fitzroy 6023 produced 
Queen Mother 2d of Coynachie, the dam of Queen of Meadow Brook 
15699. Queen of Meadow Brook had for a sire Don Cameron 6295, 
whose sire was a Queen Mother and whose dam Miss Nightengale 
3d had quite a strong Mulben Pride influence. So Queen of Meadow 
Brook the grandam of Western Star is dominated by Queen Mother 
blood and has a small influence of Mulben Pride. Of course all 
em trace back through Charlotte and Lola Montes to Queen 

other. 

The mating of Zaire 5th 13067 and Queen of Meadow Brook 
produced Quality of Meadow Brook 33429 the dam of Western Star 
46345. Zaire d5th’s pedigree contains about 25 per cent Zara blood, 
25 per cent Blackbird, 18 per cent Erica, 5 per cent Pride, and the 
balance of other families, therefore Quality of Meadow Brook, a 
Queen Mother from the dam’s side has a very mixed influence on 
the sire’s side. 

So we find Quality of Meadow Brook with a mixed influence, 
mated to He’s a Star produced Her Own 2d 15463, who was a mix- 
ture of Erica, Pride, Blackbird and Matilda blood. The sire of He’s 
a Star was Polar Star 22867, who was 47 per cent Pride, 6% per 
cent Erica, 3 per cent Queen Mother, 12% per cent Blackbird and 
31 per cent other families, a very dominant Pride pedigree. There- 
fore the Pride influence of Polar Star 22867 appears to dominate 
He’s a Star 31370 with a Pride influence mated to the Queen Moth- 
er cow, Quality of Meadow Brook 33429 produced Western Star 
46345, the sire of Pride McHenry 46th 82428. 

May we now conclude that Pride McHenry 46th 82428 has. the 
following dominant influences in her pedigree. The concentration 
of Pride blood in Pride of Guisachan 10th. The remarkable Jilt in- 
fluence coming through Juniper of Bradley. The strong Pride ped- 
igree of Proteros. The Queen Mother influence of Queen of Meadow 
Brook and the concentration of Pride Blood in Polar Star. Three

The National Western Live 
Stock show held at Denver, Col- 
orado, January 138th to 20th in- 
clusive brought out one breeding 
herd and nine fat steers. This 
comprised the exhibits of Aber- 
deen-Angus in the breeding and 
single classes at this great beef 
cattle exhibition held in the very 
midst of the cattle empire of the 
world. There was also a nice 
carload of baby beeves exhibited 
by the Boys and Girls club of Logan county as well as two or three 
loads of feeders by others.. It might also be added here that the 
load of Herefords which was fed by the boys and girls of Logan 
county and made reserve champion, were only fed by the boys and 
girls until September when they were shown at the county fair at 
Sterling and were kept right there and all fed out together by one 
man, while the Aberdeen-Angus were kept separate and fed individ- 
ually by the boys and girls up to the time of the Denver show. 

It is too bad that thre was not competition in the breeding 
classes. The herd shown by Messrs. Lucore & Sons, of Arriba, Colo- 
rado, was a fine bunch and in fine condition and would have showed 
well in any company. This firm is to be highly commended on the 
showing made. 

The steer herd shown by L. Dietz was a very creditable lot and 
the Grand Champion Aberdeen-Angus steer shown by Walter Klop- 
inger, Underwood, Iowa, was also bred by Mr. L. Dietz, of Arriba, 
Colorado. As ususal the University of Nebraska had a nice string 
of Aberdeen-Angus steers. These three herds comprised the ex- 
hibits of Aberdeen-Angus in the show barns, however the quality 
of these cattle was such as to attract considerable attention and 


made many new friends even though they were in the camp of their ~

black standard aloft in the 
thickest of the fray and carry- 
ing terror into the ranks of the 
breeders in the contending 
camps. Then it was that “The 
Black Watch” was on guard— 
and it was well they were. But, 
notwithstanding all their vigil- 
ance, this year went down into history as the “should have been 
Aberdeen-Angus year.” Yet one glorious victory was won—that 
of the grand champion herd. 

Mr. Harvey had been victorious all along the line at Kansas 
City, winning the championship there over all breeds with Black 
Prince of Turlington, and also the herd championship and many 
oe with Black Prince, Tam O’Shanter and Alexander 

ight. 

Coming to Chicago there was a harder task laid out for his 
“intruders,” but though the fortunes of war went against him in 
the single steer championship, he nevertheless swept the field when 
it came to the herd championship, which proved one of the most 
sensational witnessed on American soil. His crack herd consisted 
of Sandy, son of Knight of St. Patrick, Black Prince by Guido, Tam 
O’Shanter, son of Black Knight (a son of “St. Pat”) and Alexander 
Knight, by Black Knight also. It was a phenomenal exhibit, but 
the judges split and John C. Imboden, Decatur, IIl., was called in as 
referee. He ordeerd the contesting herds to draw up in a row, red 
and black alternately, and placed the blacks first. It was a daring 
award at the time, but after 
it was made the doddies were

Alive, she weighed 1,395 
pounds; her carcass, 881 
pounds, being 65.15 per cent 
of dead to live weight.

At the same show, an 
Aberdeen - Angus - Hereford 
grade, winner of the gold 
medal for the best beef ani- 
mal bred by the exhibitor, 
weighed 1,615 pounds, being

isfactory daily gain of 2.43 
pounds. 

At the same show, Kan- 
sas City, 1884, the Indiana 
Blooded Stock Co. won gold 
medal for the best beef animal 
bred and fed by the exhibitor, 


with the heifer Burleigh’s 
Pride, an Aberdeen-Angus- 
Hereford cross, whose weight 
for 665 days was 1,613 
pounds, a daily gain of 2.43. 
The same exhibitor’s year- 
lings were first and second for early maturity in a class of ten of 
the different breeds. The American Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ As- 
sociation also showed a two-year-old, which, second in its class on 
foot, was first in its class for early maturity. 

Benholm, exhibited by J. J. Hill, the railroad magnate of the 
Northwest, at the great 1885 Chicago Show, is another land mark. 
He was then two years old and dressed out 71.4, which rather opened 
the eyes of the breeders. 

Again at Kansas City, 1886, appeared Sandy by Knight of St. 
Patrick, “which had a wonderful career,” shown by Messrs. Gud- 
gell & Simpson. He weighed 1,470 pounds at 393 days old, showing 
a gain of 2.47 pounds per day. He won first prize as a yearling at 
the American Fat Stock Show at Chicago, 1885; next year, the 
Breeders’ Gazette’s gold shield for the best in the show bred and 
fed by the exhibitor, and the championship of the entire show over 
all breeds, grades and ages. At that time he showed an average daily 
gain of 1.97 pounds. In 1887, at Chicago. when he headed the sen- 
sational Turlington herd, won the grand championship, he weighed 
2,225 pounds at 1,322 days old, which gave a rate of 1.68 pounds 
gain per day. 

hone 1887, we come to Turlington’s year, when T. W. Harvey, 
that great king of doddie men, made such a fight for the breed 
that has never been forgotten. He, aided by “Uncle Willie” Wat-

established in the front rank. 

Mr. Harvey’s winnings at 
Kansas City had been $2,045; 
at Chicago $6,185—which fig- 
ures show the magnitude of 
his victory. And the doddie 
men were listening also to the 
news from across the sea— 
from Birmingham and Smith- 
field—Young Bellona was the 
double champion, and to her 
at Smithfield another Aber- 
deen-Angus stood reserve. In 
this memorable year of 1887, 
also came out the wonderful 
white-legged steer Dot, shown 
by Wallace Estill, who sold 
him to Mr. Imboden, and that 
Illinois feeder won the grand 
championship with him the 
following year. Dot weighed 
1,515 pounds when 863 days 
old—equal to a daily gain of 
1.75 pounds. He dressed 1,- 
040 pounds—equal to 69 per 
cent of his live weight. 

In the practical exhibi- 
tions, dressed to live weight, 
percentage of daily gain and carcass tests, the Aberdeen-Angus also 
this year proved themselves true to their title as prime Scots and 
the premier beef breed. 

No history of the breed, however, condensed and brief, would 
begin to tell its modern story without a generous paragraph or so 
on the work of the colleges and experiment stations of the United 
States. This phase of breeding and feeding development came into 
existence with the launching of the International Live Stock Ex- 
position and the part that the colleges and experiment stations im- 
mediately began playing in the Chicago show, Michigan, Iowa, Min- 
nesota, Nebraska, Kansas, Indiana, Missouri, Ohio, Pennsylvania, 
California, (during the last few years since the beef herd was 
founded), and to a lesser extent Wisconsin and North Dakota. The 
most consistent work has been done by Iowa, though Nebraska, 
Minnesota and Michigan stations have accomplished wonders. Iowa, 
beginning in 1902, has made annual showing, winning four single 
steer and six beef carcass grand: championships with its Aberdeen- 
Angus steers, as well as several of the groups, such a steer herd 
of three and “Best 5.” With the larger of these agricultural insti- 
tutions, it has been possible to put in foundation herds of the lead- 
ing breeds of live stock—beef and dairy cattle, swine, sheep, horses 
and poultry. Now every agricultural college either has started or 
plans to follow the example of these larger (Continued on page 15

‘ournal, is that the breeding of cattle in the 
eountry is so far advanced that only the very 
best stock is required from abroad. If the 
quality and pedi ree of the animals shipped 
are really first class, good profits should 
normally result by their sale in Argentina, 
though for the present the market can be 
said to be no more than a recovering one.

In course of the Palermo fat stock show 
there was held a meeting of the Argentine 
Corporation of Aberdeen-Angus breeders, 
the president, Mr. Albert W. Brown, in the 
chair. The secretary, Mr. Hector M. Guer- 
rero, submitted the progress report which 
disclosed the fact that the corporation was 
making good headway, and mentioned that 
the Secretary of the Home Akerdeen-Angus 
Society, Mr. James Barclay, had paid a visit 
to Argentina and had visited many of the 
leading herds in the country, and that dur- 
ing his stay he had given much useful advice 
and information to the corporation. The 
Secretary reported the receipt of a complete 
set of British herd books wh'ch had come 
as a present from the Home Aberdeen-An- 
gus Society, together with an encouraging 
letter from its Secretary. After general 
business had been transacted. discussion 
turned on the triumph of the Aberdeen-An- 
gus breed at the fat stock show, and the fact 
that all the winners had been bred and fat- 
tened by members of the corporation. To 
celebrate the occasion Mr. Albert W. Brown 
entertained the members to breakfast. 


The herds of Aberdeen-Angus and Short- 
horn cattle and the stud of Clydesdales be- 
longing to Mr. Francis J. B. Gubbins. Kil- 
frush, co. Limerick. were sold on 29th ult. 
Prices were disappointing. In the Shorthorn 
section the top price. 46 gs., was paid hy Mr. 
M. Jennings, Dundalk. for Kilfrush Undine 
Princess. Mh. T. Kinsella gave 40 gs. for 
the ‘yearling heifer Kilfrush Orphan 2nd, 
and the five-year-old Orphan’s Double 
Primrose made 35 gs. to Mr. M. A. Browne. 
The average price of 33 Shorthorns was 
£26 4s 4d. Trade was somewhat better in 
the Aberdeen-Angus section, the average 
for 17 head being £30 4s. The best price 
was 43 gs., paid by Mr. H. F. Stephens for 
the seven-year-old cow Even Estha 38rd. 
Clydesdales were being practically given 
away. Seven ‘young mares and fillies sold 
from 9 to 19 gs., and the average for the 
lot was £14 11s. 


_ Aberdeen-Angus cows as milkers is sub- 
ject of a communication by a United States 
farmer, who writes that 

As one journeys towards the North of 
Scotland he finds but two breeds of cattle 
of modern types: the Shorthorn and Aber- 
deen-Angus. There are more Aberdeen-An- 
gus than Shorthorns in that part of Scot- 
land, and on this breed farmers in that sec- 
tion, as well as towns and cities, depend 


largely for milk. There one may find the 
doddie referred to as the good milk cow, and 
a good producer of milk she is, too, because 
the demand for milk brought about the ne- 
cessity of her development as a milk produ- 
cer. 
“The earlier importations of Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle to this country (the U. S.) 
were largely of this kind. Although the de- 
velopment of their milking tendencies has 
been more or less neglected, resulting in a 
decreased flow of milk, yet the writer re- 
calls the time when as a boy on his father’s 
farm in Iowa—on which farm the Aberdeen- 
Angus cow has had a place since 1887—the 
milk from 20 or more cows was produced 
mostly by Aberdeen-Angus cows, and de- 
livered daily to a creamery. There were in 
that collection good-milking types of Short- 
horns and grades of the dairy breeds, but 
the Aberdeen-Angus held their own with 
any of them in the production of milk. 
“Adherents of the Aberdeen-Angus breed 
should assert their claims in this respect. 
They have the kind of farmer’s cow that 
will jback up their claims for milk produc- 
tion. 


In connection with the Smithfield show, 
there took place on Tuesday the experiment 
of an auction sale of live stock. The high- 
est price was 135 gs. for the Prince of Wale’s 
yearling Shorthorn steer Snowstorm. He 
weighed 13 ewts 2-qrs. 21 lb., so that the 
price works out at £9 10s per cwt. Mr. 
James Hamilton’s two-year-old Aberdeen- 
Angus steer weighing over 17% cwts., made 
78 gs. Mr. Graham’s heifer, reserve for 
the breed cup. made 60 gs., or over £5 per 
cwt., and Welsh cattle also made over £5 
per cwt. A Friesian weighing over 19% 
cwts. made 93 gns., or nearly £5 per cwt. 
This was the heaviest animal in the show. 
Mr. Mutch’s third prize cross-bred steer sold 
at 90 gs. which was nearly £6 per cwt. In 
private sales trade was slow, and the best 
demand was for meat cattle, Aberdeen-An- 
gus and cross-breds meeting the readiest 
trade. For ordinary cattle 4 gs. to 5 gs. 
per cwt. were realized, and special quality 
ran up to 6 gs. and as much as 7 gs. per 
ewt., the latter being realized for an Aber- 
deen-Angus heifer.—Banffshire Journal, De- 
cember 12, 1922. 

_—— 
Carcases at Smithfield. 

The carcase competition at the Smithfield 
show had the customary interesting features. 
The class of animals not exceeding 15 
months did nct provide first-class meat, Mr. 
C. E. Morris-Eyton won with a Shorthorn- 
Angus cross. A Devon was second, and an 
Aberdeen-Angus, exhibited by the Duke of 
Portland, was third. 

In the yearling steer class Mr. A. Palmer, 
Berks, won with a Galloway. Alive he weigh- 
ed 3 lbs. over 11 cwts., and his carcase 
weight was exactly 100 stones (8 Ibs. to the 
stone). It was an excellent carcase, well- 
finished, and with a great depth of lean 
flesh. Mr. C. F. Raphael, Herts, was second 
with a Shorthorn-Angus cross that from 11 
ewts. 3 qrs. 14 lbs. live weight provided a 
carcase of 109 st. 6 lbs. Mr. Morris-Eyton 
was third with one of similar breeding, and 
Mr. J. J. Cridlan fourth with an Aberdeen- 
Angus that from 10 cwts. 2 qrs. 20 Ibs. 
dressed to 93 st. 4 Ibs. 

For heifers the Duke of Portland won 
with an Aberdeen-Angus, largely of Mulben 


blood. She weighed 10 ewts. 2 qrs, 2 lIbs., 
and provided a carcase of 97 st. 2 lbs. Mr. 
W. A. Sandeman, Herts, was second with an 
Aberdeen-Angus. Mr. Palmer was now 3d 
with a Galloway, and Mr. C. F. Raphael was 
4th with a Shorthorn-Angus cross.—Banff- 
shire Journal, Dec. 12, 1922.

A Page of Aberdeen-Angus History. 

A letter from Mr. S. J. Henderson, presi- 
dent of the Central Alberta Calf Club, pro- 
vides some interesting particulars of the 
progress of the Aberdeen-Angus breed in 
that great Canadian province. In its course, 
Mr. Henderson says— 

“As the old open range of early days ex- 
tended well up into central Alberta, the 
Hereford was well-established on Alberta 
ranches. Canadian, Scotch, English and 
American settlers had all known the Short- 
horn in their native countries, so its natural 
arrival on the ground floor was assured. 
Aberdeen-Angus, however, was not yet a 
strong breed in America. The Scotch 
from northeast Scotland, of course, knew it, 
as did a scattering of eastern Canadians and 
some of the settlers from the cornbelt of 
the United States. A great many of us who 
came from south of the international boun- 
dary, however, were more grain-farmers 
than stockmen, as Canada was advertised as 
a wheat country, and farmers from the kor- 
dering states were largely small grain-farm- 
ers. Grain-farmers were nearest, and grain- 
farmers can and do move easier to new 
lands. 

“The Hudson’s Bay Co. had taken a bunch 
of imported Aberdeen-Angus out to Alberta 
in the early days. A Quebec politician had 
also sent a small herd out to his Alberta 
ranch. The Aberdeen-Angus as a breed, 
however, had not been seen by many people, 
and was not considered one of the establish- 
ed breeds. The great Chicago International 
had not yet begun to hearld the breed’s su- 
perior merits for beefmaking to the world, 
and no breed publicity other than ‘seeing is 
believing’ was yet known. Hence, the place 
of the Aberdeen-Angus was largely repre- 
sented by a blank when I first came to Al- 
berta. 

“But we had seen Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
in Iowa, and we knew what they could do 
under genuine pioneering conditions down 
there. We knew of a few herds in the Ca- 
nadian west, particularly the Glencarnock 
herd of Manitoba, which began showing at 
the western fairs at Calgary and Edmonton 
when those shows began to assume consider- 
able importance with the ‘boom’ that rapidly 
settled the Canadian west come years ago. 
We began in a small way with just a bred 
female or so, and then added the best pure 
bred bulls that we could afford. With such 
a foundation we worked along, building it 
up through our own breeding operations, 
until last winter, when we thought oppor- 
tunity was knocking for the breeder who 
wan‘ed to buy the best females for offer 
in the United States. We therefore bought 
a few head of the choicest individuals to 
take back to add new blood and strength to 
our Canadian herd. For we now are begin- 
ning to feel that the Canadian west is real 
doddie territory; and round Lacombe, where 
the Dominion Experiment Station is located, 
we have built up an enthusiasm for doddies 
that is going to bear considerable fruit in 
the next generation.”—Banffshire Journal,

Feeders of Nebraska and those of othe 
sections of the western corn belt country 
find western raised and _ bred steers yer 
satisfactory candidates for the feed lot, x. 
cording to Lee Armstrong of Elm ¢ 
Nebr,. and prominent at the Denver yards 
“These western cattle will often prove prof. 
itable where those of other sections fail tj 
show the kalance on the right side of th 
ledger when the feeding period is finished’ 
says Mr. Armstrong. “I have been feeding 
cattle raised in the mountain districts of th 
West in our feed yards at Elm Creek for; 
number of years, and my father fed then 
before me. We have always found thes 
cattle profitable when conditions were suc 
as to afford any profit to the business, 

“The record of three carloads of cattle pu- 
chased on the Denver market on August 14h 
of last year is of interest in-as-much as there 
cattle, when purchased, were considered high 
by many in the trade. The steers were of 
the well bred kind so frequently to k 
found at Denver. They averaged 1300 lbs, 
and cost me $8.25. The cattle were market- 
ed at the river on October 2n1 and 7th a 
$10.75, being an average of 52 days in the 
feed lot. They were fed after getting o 
full feed, about 26 lbs., of corn per steer pet 
day and all the alfalfa they would eat. They 
were also given two lbs. per day of alfalfa 
molasses. The steers were a little wild whe 
they went into the fed lots, and it was about 
six days before we could get them of ful 
feed. Usually, however, I can get these 
western steers to full corn feed in half that 
time, and not infrequently I have put them 
right into the lots with steers already o 
full feed with no diastrous results. The 
three carloads of steers made an average 
daily gain in the 52 days of 2.75 lbs., pet 
steer, and showed a verv satisfactory profit 
for the two months handling. | 

“I am short feeding a number of ship 
ments of good quality fleshy steers this sea- 
son. These were all purchased at Denver 
In buying we picked the best to be founé, 
and willingly paid the premium price to ge! 
them. All of those marketed thus far have 
shown profits equal to or better than the 
three carloads cited above, and I have every 
reason to believe the balance of the steels 
will do as well. _ 

“I find the western bred cattle make me 
the best profits in the feed yard, and 
the enormous demand for these western cal 
tle by corn belt feeders this year, I am sue 
that many others are also finding them prof- 
itable.”—Denver Record Stockman.

Editor Aberdeen-Angus Journal: 

I was interested in your editorial as to ob- 
jections to Aberdeen-Angus cattle in the 
West. Living as I do in western Nebraska 
in the edge of the cattle country where the 
Whiteface is supreme I realize the pressure 
that is brought to bear against the black 
cattle. Anyway I have sold three bulls with- 
in the last month to help make some black 
spots along the Platte valley. Two going to 
Robert Hoatson, of Hershey, Nebraska, and 
one to Franklin Christenson, of Maxwell. 

It is very common with me to have cows 
bring two calves within ten or eleven months 
and I have one cow that lacked four days of 
twenty months in which she produced three 
calves. As to bulls (referring to their abil- 
ity to care for themselves) a neighbor to 
our place in the hills where we pasture in 
the summer, has a Shorthorn bull, a big fel- 
low; a year ago last summer he came across 
the hay canyon, a half mile, and got into 
our pasture. Well he went home directly 
with the licking of his sweet young life and 
he has not been back since. 

I have never had any blue roan calves in 
my herd. It seems to me that the Aberdeen- 
Angus breeders and perhaps the Association 
have sadly neglected the only real cattle 
country in America, the great West, and 
have let the other breeds beat them to it. I 
think it is time we did a little waking up.

Editor Aberdeen-Angus Journal: 

I have just returned from the Denver 
Show where I had the pleasure of selling the 
third highest priced load of feeder cattle in 
the auction of 260 cars. There were 40 head 
of steer calves in the load and most of them 
were purebred, averaging about 475 in 
weight. 

I was given only 3rd place by the judges 
but the calves that the judges gave first sold 
for $8.£0 while mine sold for $12.50. There 
is very little incentive for any of us to show 
at any of the feeder shows as the Aberdeen- 
Angus Association seems to be the only one 
that is so tight or so poor that they can’t af- 
ford to offer a few Aberdeen-Angus specials 
while both the Hereford and Shorthorn As- 
sociations offer hundreds of dollars in the 
aggregate. At the same time your publica- 
tion and Secretary Gray are urging all Ab- 
erdeen-Angus breeders not to lose an oppor- 
tunity of advancing the interests of the breed 
in every way possible. It seems to me that 
the present plan of the association is ultra 
conservative and very short sighted. Of 
course the high price is the main thing but 
a few special prizes offered for Aberdeen- 
Angus would encourage a great many breed- 
ers to show and the few of us who do have 
the nerve to go up against the dozens of 
Hereford and Shorthorn loads to be found at 
every show would not feel quite so lonely.
